But Major Generail wal y, M-jor General Gofe, Lievienanr Collonel

Y.rt, 
when Lilboin, Wildn an, Ayres, Har is, &c. were called bcfore the High 
Couit of Juſtice, they co.11d not prove che leaf} crimegor dishoneſty a24uſt 
mee 3 moreover Jude Advoc. te Mirget about the ſame cime en. ertained 
many accuſations againſt mee for ta.ſe Muſter*, (apparent'y co trouble my 
ſpirit in the managivg of cruth! yer uh, Lord enabled mee to give him ſuch 
a full. anſwer in writivg under n.y hamd,that hee and his confederates dui ſt 
nor Proceed againſt mee. 


Th.t che Title ro a gre t eſtate in Lands of fif-eenhundreJponnds a year, ' 


due unto ny wife & her [cn late'y Cecesſcd, anc for twenty years Ren's in 
arrears for that eſtateswas t73ed, and cleared in Fuly, 1650, And ſome 
of the Countell of State knowing my ſeivice and di>hui (ments, and juſt 
right to the ſaid e{: are, and alſo that I had-Jaid out fiie hundred pounds #- 
bout raiſing a Troop of-horſe,and had not any thing fiom the State t:wards 
that charge 3 and that | might ger a Judgement upon a ſpeciall verdi& 
concerning the aforeſa'd eſtate, in Michaclmas Term, 1650. they were 
pleaſed to order mee two handied twenty fix pounds, fixceen ſhillings,ro 
bee payd at Ca-liſlz in Offober 1 650. Bat Major General #hal'y got one 
hundred twenty [ix pounds,of the ſaid two huadredtwenty ſix pounds fix* 
teen ſhillings into hishands,and neceſſrated me to borrow,ar:d expend ore 
hundred pound ro ſearch after, and finde out that one -hu1ered twenty 
ſix pounds fixteen ſhillings ,and to recover the ſamehut all in vain : bove 
a whole year together; whereby I have been urteily diſabled to ger a 
Judgement concetning :he aforefaid great eſtare : ever fince Offober 1650. 
And in December, 1550. Leivtenant Collonel Wiite was appointed ro con» 
fider what pay ſhould bee given to the new raiſed Troops : .my Troop be-+ 
Ing one of cFem, and when [had declared my aforeſaid ſervice, and diſ- 
bucrſ{ments ,* in” generall rearms hee denianded of me whether | had not 
a hand in proſecuting Maſter Speaker, and thenimproved his Intereſt ſo, 
that T had not fix pence pay ordered untill Fuly 1651. upon my 
complaint ro Major Geneiall Lambert ;. and thereby a'fo I wis

Thar 29 APprill, 1651, I was regimented under Collonel! ytcot, rhe ſajd 
ſpeakers N-phew :-who forrh»ith drew in his Major Scot, and my Cor- 
net Hailey to confecerare with him, knd then uſed moſt unchriſtian like 
ways:ſoabuſeme, and weary mee of my command, as a copy of the Lec- 
ter charged upon his confcience,and hisſiſent cenſefſicn of the charge doth 
remonftrate, ſpecially in rewarding me with evill for good,- immediately 
aſter I had done him the ſervice of an Engineer gratis. daily az the Fror- 
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" *tiey Garriſon Lithgo, beſides my command of horſe for neer three 'marithe, 


andat the firſt patſage into Fiſe,where the defign' was declared fruftrare,be- 
cauſe not a horte couid bee ſhip'd, yer in that ſtrait the Lord enabled me 
ro prepare twelve bridges in an hour, wherewith all che horſe were ſpee- 
dily ſhip'd, and Janded again ſafely : Bur upon my falling dangeroutly tick 
two diys before the Army watched towards B unt-Iſtin4 ; Collc nel Lyt- 
cot, Major Scot, Captain Hanirnindg, and Cornei Hailcy rouk advantage 
and accu <d mee for a notorious cheater of the Stare, in multering ' neer 
one hundred (ouldiers, and had not forty : whereupon | geclared in pri- 
vare unto your Highaeſs the ground of their malice; and that 1 could not 
vindicare my [.1f fully wi:houc pabliſhing an aaſwer uato the falſe report, 
concerni ig the ſmothering, and inpprefiiig the af x; efaid depoſirions : be- 
ing convinced that fucha publteation would have troubled your Highneſs 
and the Army, and opencd the mouths of your enemics, to infult and blaf- 
pheme upon nghr of che abomination committed by thoſe eminent Ofi- 
cers,who are grea profeiſors of godlineſ , 1nd honeſty. Whereupon I prai- 
&d a c1icha: ge, and an order for my Arrears to Pay fif:y pounds to Maſter 
Clark, fitry pounds to Corriet Harley, filry pounds tro one Fehr Porter, 
and twenry three pounds t9 one Charles Peck , which I borrowed and dif- 
burſed abour raittagand recruiting my Troop z and your Hig neſs order- 
ed the reducement of my Troop into the ſame Kegiment : and ordered 
Maſter Biltoz che Depu'y Treaſurer, to ſtite and pay off my Arrears for 
diſchargin the aforementioned debrs, the day you marched from B #unt- 
Iliad tow rd Fobnſtune ; Bur Collonel Lytcot and the teſt, forthwith drew 
in Maſter Bilton, ro conremae your-Highneffes Order. 

Thar che day after my Troop was reduced, Judge Advocate 7hal y pgrant- 
ed 1 Wa. rantzand gave it Col. Lytcot ro keep me priſoner at L'#th,tilt-I had 
payd four huadred & (1xcy pounds, where there was nor fix pence due ; 8 
my fi. k i« fs continuing;apon your Highneffes retura to L2 $5,A:19.5.1551+ 
Collonel Lytcot, Major ct, & Ciprain Hankrendge did renew their 
former accuſation the night betore you came for Englan1; aftirming a- 
g4in thar 1 did muſte; nees one hundred fou!diers, and had no: foit;: And 
that in conrempt of ycur H ghnefſes o:der,l had given diſcharges ro thoſe” 
forty. Neverchelefs, your Juſtice was ſuch, that yu forthwith ſent a m-(- 
enger for mee, and the Lord enabled mee to appear our of my fick bed, 
and neccſſi-ate Ciprain Hwu%rendge ro produce a lift of my fouldiers, Te- 
ceived into the ſeverall Troops) ar the: head of the Regiment z which 
proved Colonel Lytcot and the reſt malicious liars to their faces before 
your Highneſs. Nevertheleſs becauſe I knew that Collone!] Lytcots Uncle 
and the eſt of your ſerrer enemies were then ron Nrong for you, I did 
forbear to pray your Juftice aguinſt my falſe accuſers;ard ro reſtore mie to 
a command, and piayed onely your order to appoint Collonel Lytcot my 
Chicteſt :ccuier, to be one of, my Judges with the Commiſit>ners at Zriil,, 
for examining my muſter rol] whereof they accuſed me : And your High-— 
neſs forth #1;h pgxacioully granted an order, by virtue whereof 1 have a * 
Cerrificate under Collone} Lytcots own hand, which proves'that I did not 
muſter 2 man falſly, and alſo proves Collonell Lytcot, and his confelerates, 
to bee la\ſe- and malicious accuſers. uo bis Ge 
- That during my purſuance of = faid Certificate, Major Scot wich Co!- 
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fone Lyots approbation granted a Warrant unto one Timothy Harlty to 
ſe1Z« ,-00, and keep all niy horſes ( really worth one hundred pounds } 
under cologr of one hund;<d fifty pound debt, as part of the foeur hundred 
fixcy pouid debr. When as the ſaid Ha:ley confellcd before the Govern- 
: our, thar hce did owe mee twenty two pound upon bond then produced 
under his hand and ſcal ; whereupon the Gove 1nonr apy @inted three Cap» 
rains in Leith roexamine che four huiidred & hxty pound pretendedfdebr, 
and that nc tuudred & fifty pound in particulat 3 and they found and cer- 
tified/it me 1 y chiimor. Infoniuch that the Governour reftored me all ny 
horſes, and gave wee his pals for Erylands 

Upon ny return to #eſtminſter, 29 September, 1651, Cornet Hiily im- 

peached mce for a notorious cheater nnto Juſtice $qib, affirming that I 
had cheated my Troop of one thounſar.d punnd, and had cheated him,and 
athers ot leverallfumms of money : and pretended thar your H:ghneſs 
had iflucd cur feverall Warrants to apprehend mice for a cheater : wher e- 
upon hee ſurprized the Juſtice, aud por a Wacrarr, 28 Ocbober, 1651. and 
biouyh. Conitables ard Beadle:,& many Neighbous,ro my houie in Fimes- 
Strect w.Fiminſter. 1 being dangeroutly fick at the ſame time, under the 
hands of twe Doors in Londen: and the ſaid Hasley declared openly 
that I had ſochcared my, Troop of one thouſand pound, and was not fir 
tolive in a Common-weakh. 

About 12 November, 165 1. Maſter Malys read Collonel Lytrots 'Certie 
ficate, and my Petirion direQed unto your Highneſs, declaring the forego. 
ing malic.ous praQiſes, and in Mafler Butons contempt of your Highneſs: 
Order for niy Acrreas, and the detecinment of the one hundred ewen:y fix 
pound -—»fixcecn ſhillings, by MajorGenerall way. And | prayed your 
Highneb Order for my Arrears,and that 1261. 16s. and that you; Highneſs 
wou:d appaint ſome Commiſſioners of the Army, and give Corner Harley 
or any other bbeity to prove mee a knave if chey could, and to give mee 
liberty to prove Cornet Harley orany other a knave that I could,and certifie 

your Highneſs, Miſter M-iyz being then impowred to read Petitions and: 
Papers relating zo the Army, and report the ſtate thereof. Bat Maſter Ma- 
ha choſe rather co fin againſt God, and his own foul in h:ving reſpc& to 
WY great enemies, $& alſo to ly againſt the truchgrhen to rake that opportn. 
nity for doing good, ft to have compaſſion, and mercy, and plead n:y cauſe; 
wherefore he replyed that my buſinck did not belong to your Highneſs, 8 
he would not meddle with i, And'to cover his wilfal wickednefs, and ju- 
flifie my malicious Aceuſers, and make mee more odious, and miſerable :. 
hee forthwith forged ſeveral notorious lies, and ſaid, that the accuſation 
for falſe Muſters was nor the only cauſe for which mv Troop was reduced, 
for I wa: taken ina Room at Bruxt-1[0izyd with a woman in an anſcemly 
manne”, and that your Highnels cauſed mee to bee ſecured by your War- 
rantsand 1 durſt notabide a Couurt-Martiall : otherwiſe 1 had been dif 
gracctully caſbic1'd. And bee further ſaid, that the State placed a Cornet 
i my Troop, and L rock wo hundred ponnds for a bribe of

Whereupon I wrote a Chiiſtian-like Lexter. nnto Mr. Malyn, eclling-

Petition and Collonel Lytcorrs Cc rificate, and in caſting the fore-going 

roundlefſe reproaches uyon me, and I preſſed himce ceaſe from his un» 
Las dealing y and procure me yunr Highnefſes Juſtice. Neverthelefſe 
Mr. Malyz upon peruſal of that I.etter did with much paſlion juftifie him- 
ſelf, and 2dd ſia unto fin to cover his former wickedne's. 

Upon 3. Decemb 16g 1. your Highaelle gianted me an Ocder,appoint- 
ing Col. 7enthrep, Judge Advocate Marget, and many other Refeirees to 
hear the complaiat of Corner Hailey or any other againſt me , and my 
complaint apaiaſt Cornet Haz{ey, or any cther ; ard allo ordering me ro 
attend thoſe Referrees with treedom from Arreſts + Whereupon Coll. 
wenth70?. Lievr. Col. 0 ſt:y, and Judge Advocate Marges did meer, and 
receiv the complaints betwixc Corver Hailryand I, 25. Decemb. 16g r, 
Bur, becauſe Col. Lytcott, Major Scott, and Jaige Advocate ;7halcy were 
Ia'd open to be in C:nfederacy with Harley in his malicious praRices,. 
therefore Co!. wenthrop and the reſt did forthwith huddle up + Report, 
and juſtifie Haley ard the reſt in their wickednefſe, and condemne mee 
for my Innocency : Whereupon 1 produced Chriſtian-like Exceptions 
againſt their Report,and proved the falſhood thereof to their faces; nevers 
thelefle they would nor alter the ſame 3 mean while © moved your Aigh- 
nefſe 26. Fanuary; 1651, as I had often dmhie before,to read my Petition, 
and Col. Ly:cotts Certificate, bur your Hizhneffe ſtill referred me to Mr. 
Malyn, inſfomuch that I was conſtrained to declare unto your Nighnefle 
that he was my Enemy withour cauſe , and your Highnefſe ſpake your 
ſelf weary, ſo as you eould nor hear my complaint, buc referred it to Ms 
jor Gen. haley, and Major Gen Goffs ; and th: ugh Mr, Malyz confeſſed 
the truth of my Compla nt for the aboye-memtioved” unchriſtian-like 
praiſes againſtme: Ye: Major Gen- Goffe rold my Wife, and a Juſtice 
of Peace with her, char Report was nizde to his Highnefle to juſtific Mr. 
Maly: likewiſe in his wickednefſe, and econdemne mee for my inno- 
Cencie. ; 

Upon 8 Feby. 1651. 1 ſhewed Col. Wexthrop a Narrative of all the 


foregoing malice againſt me dire&ed unto your Highnefle, he pretending 


then that he would declare to your Highnellc ſeveral particulars by word 
of mouth, wherein their Report was ſhort'* and after ſerious reading 
that Narrative relating my paticat ſufferings for your Hi e ſafety; 
he replied that your Highnefs would rake me 4gto yous me ſo ſoon as 
you was acquainted therewith. Bur the ſame nignt Col. Wenthrep and 
the reſt forged a notorious he, and told your Highneſs that | made uſe of

Agent for them all ; chereupon 4 moſt imprubable Robbety is faid ro be com- 
mirted at Col. enthrop s houſe in Fames-Rreer Weſtminſter, who is my near
